Judge Kennedy cited the 
Schechter case as an authority in 
point. In the latter case, the su¬ 
preme court ruled that certain 
provisions of the NRA were un¬ 
constitutional.

AAA TAX BILL 
WINS FAVOR

WASHINGTON, Friday, July 
j 19. <JP )—The senate today adopt- 
i ed. 61 to 23. an amendment to 
the AAA tax bill prohibiting suits 
to recover processing taxes ex¬ 
cept where the processor shows 
he has not passed on the tax 
to the consumer or producer. The 
vote came after the question had 
I been debated most of two days. 

Protests that denying the right 
| to sue for tax recovery was “un- 
American’ 'and "dishonest" were 
made by supporters of the com¬ 
promise measure finally adopted. 
Administration forces originally 
had asked that none of the proc¬ 
essors who have paid more than 
$900.1.00.000 of AAA taxes be per¬ 
mitted to file recovery suits. 

Frank J. Wideman, assistant at¬ 
torney general in charge of the 
tax division, disclosed that suits 
growing out of the AAA levies 
had climbed to a total of 359.

Orange county next week will 
start the opening campaign of a

It will be a war against citrus 
pests, on which citrus growers 
I of this county annually spend 
i about $1,000,000. 

The battle ground probably will 
i cover about 61.000 acres of va- 
! lencia orange groves, later spread- 
I ing into the lemon acreage. Spray- 
' ers and fumigators this week are 
putting their equipment in shape 
i for the annual campaign against 
' enemies of the orange and lemon. 

; There are 26 concerns usually li¬ 
censed for fumigating. while 
spray operations are carried on by 
102 operators. 

Start July 22 

Agricultural Commissioner D. 
W. Tubbs said today that fumi¬ 
gating probably will get under 
way between July 22 and July 
' 30. His staff has been making 
i a survey of citrus groves, deter¬ 
mining the extent of scale infes¬ 
tation. Mr. Tubbs’ office will rec¬ 
ommend to each grower the 
measures he believes advisable to 
annihilate pests in his grove. 

Black scale is the outstanding 
pest this season, while purple 
scale also is a serious problem. 

J Red scale is not so serious at 
I present, while the red mite or red 
; spider right now is not a prob¬ 
lem. 

Hi re’s Treatment 

Fumigation is the best single 
treatment for black scale, said 
Mr. Tubbs. On particularly heavy 
infestations combination treat¬ 
ments are recommended. This

Specific details of the military 
step were not available in the cap¬ 
ital, but a new note of determina¬ 
tion was seen in the attitude of 
the general public, following the 
j emperor's intimation that war 
J with Italy was almost inevitable. 

Fourteen thousand persons al- 
! ready have joined the new patri- 
| otic association, Amour Pour La 
j Patrie — “Love of Country” — 

1 formed at last night’s big meeting 
of adherents to the emperor's plea 
j for unity. 

The emperor's firm declaration 
that Ethiopia would never accepl 
a mandate or protectorate of any 
nature was enthusiastically re- 
i ceived by the people and seemed 
| effectively to dispose of reports 
abroad that such a plan to avert 
I war was under consideration. 

Addis Ababa was quiet this 
morning. The emperor's assur¬ 
ance that resident foreigners were 
in no danger and the measures al¬ 
ready taken for their security had 
a quieting effect, although Italians 
! continued to stream out from the 
capital.

Council Bluffs Scene 
Of Violence In Tram 
Walkout Trouble 

COUNCIL BLUFFS, Ia.„ Fri¬ 
day, July 19. UP) — Two persons 
were reported wounded by gun¬ 
fire from a non-striking street car 
employe defending himself against 
a crowd of pickets at the Council 
Bluffs street car bam early today. 

First reports said six shots were 
fired by the tram worker as he 
raced from his automobile to the 
car bam, and James Dawson and 
Richard Stevenson, strikers, fell 
wounded. Dawson was hit in the 
abdomen and Stephenson in the 
shoulder. 

The mob retaliated by demolish¬ 
ing the automobile with bricks and 
setting fire to it. 

Strike sympathizers had been 
threatened with martial law after 
two men were injured last night 
when mobs attacked a street car 
bam here, derailed a tram and set 
fire to it and three non-strikers' 
automobiles and wrecked another 
automobile in a barrage of bricks.

NEW YORK MAN 
I REPRESENTS SELASSIE 

WASHINGTON, Friday, July 
19. UP )—Appointment of John H. 
Shaw, importer and exporter of 
New York City, as the American 
diplomatic representative of Em¬ 
peror Haile Salassie of Ethiopia, 
was reported today in usually re¬ 
liable quarters. 

State department officials would 
make no comment on the reports 
that Shaw had been selected as 
Ethiopian consul general in New 
York, and that nation’s only envoy 
in this country. Ethiopia has 
never maintained a diplomatic 
representative in this country. 


JAPAN MAY CHANGE 
VIEW OF CONTROVERSY 


TOKYO, Friday, July 19. UP )— 
Ambassador Giacinto Auriti of 
Italy called on Foreign Minister 
Hirota today to seek further 
clarification of Japan's attitude on 
the Italo-Ethiopian dispute. 

Vernacular newspapers said they 
believed Hirota had seized upon 
the occasion to modify the recent 
statement of Ambassador Sugi- 
mura in Rome that the Japanese 
government had no intention of in¬ 
tervening in the dispute.

The Martin measure provides 
that trust or other funds may be 
Invested In building and loan 
association shares if under the 
protection of the national hous¬ 
ing act and if the association 
had no investment certificates 
outstanding, issued or assumed. 

Under the Williamson bill a stop 
order on a check must be deliv¬ 
ered at the branch upon which 
the check has been drawn to be 
effective. 

The superintendent of banks no 
longer may regulate bank interest 
upon savings or time deposits, and 
bank stockholders possessing 
shares issued after 1933 upon a 
bank under federal insurance pro¬ 
tection no longer can escape 
liability.

COUNTY WATER 
BILL SIGNED 


Governor Merriam today signed 
an amendment to the Orange 
county water district bill, which 
will enable the county water dis¬ 
trict to increase its tax rate from 
the present 5 cent maximum to 
10 cents per $100 of assessed val¬ 
uation. This feature, designed for 
emergency use, will require a 
favorable vote from six of the 
seven members of the board of 
directors. 

In other respects the bill, intro¬ 
duced by Senator N. T. Edwards 
of Orange, broadens the contrac¬ 
tual powers of the district and 
gives it certain powers of eminent 
domain to acquire lands and water 
rights or other property for use 
of canals or for storing water. It 
also provides that the district's 
headquarters may be located at 
any place in the district. They 
are now at Garden Grove. 


In the hearings now being con¬ 
ducted by the state board of 
equalization for equalizing the as¬ 
sessment ratio of the various 
counties, there are two groups "on 
the spot." according to Supervisor 
W. C. Jerome, who represented 
Orange county at the hearings. 

The state board and assessors of 
the various counties. Mr. Jerome 
said, are being definitely placed 
“on the spot" at the hearings with 
a hotter battle forecast before the 
matter is concluded. The fact 
that Orange county was one of the 
few counties to have is ratio defi¬ 
nitely established, he said, is a 
tribute to Assessor James Sleeper. 

Praises Sleeper 

The fact that the county super¬ 
visors had just concluded their 
sessions as a board of equaliza¬ 
tion with very few requests being 
made for adjustment and that fig¬ 
ures and actions of the state 
board of equalization in establish¬ 
ing Orange county's increase at 
35 per cent, coincided so closely 
with Assessor Sleeper’s figures as 
to be outstanding, he declared. 

There are few counties in the 
state where the officials are satis¬ 
fied with the tentative rulings 
made by the state group and many 
of the counties have made credit¬ 
able showing in opposition to any 
increase in their assessment ratio, 
said Mr. Jerome, who stated there 
is little contention on values 
placed upon common property, the 
contention being over values 
placed on operative property. 

Fight Soon to Start 

Since 1910, he said, the physi¬ 
cal value of operative properties 
as certified to the various county 
auditors by the state board of 
equalization made no difference in 
the tax set-up of the counties. 
Taxes on this property was col¬ 
lected on the basis of utility com¬ 
pany showings to the state rail¬ 
road commission. For rate-mak¬ 
ing purposes high values had 
been established. Now that all 
this operative property is being 
returned for taxation to the coun¬ 
ties, the real fight will start, with 
county officials battling on be¬ 
half of the common property own¬ 
ers, he predicted. 

Supervisor Jerome said that 
with no general ad valorem tax 
imposed this year by the state, 
it makes very little difference to 
Orange county where the adjust¬ 
ment between counties of a 50 
per cent basis is absolutely cor¬ 
rect or not. He said, however, 
that if at any time an ad valorem 
tax is imposed, Orange county 
will be definitely interested in see¬ 
ing that all counties pay their 
just share of the burden.

$38,000 Issue Approved 
For Reconstruction 
And New Buildinq 


City Attorney to Advise 
Completion of Plans 
On Monday Night 

HUNTINGTON BEACH. — As¬ 
serting that assembly bill 834 is 
unconstitutional, City Attorney 
Ray H. Overacker will advise the 
city council Monday night to pro¬ 
ceed with plans and specifications 
for construction of the proposed 
new $75,000 sewage disposal plant. 
The first move will be to get 
an O. K. from the state board 
of equalization, Overacker said to¬ 
day. 

Under Jurisdiction of the Riley- 
Stewart constitutional amend¬ 
ment, Huntington Beach could not 
build the sewer plant because of 
the additional expenditure of city 
funds. However, the Riley-Ste- 
wart measure became void June 
30 and A. B. 834 which would 
extend it with a few changes, 
does not become effective until 
September 14. 

At present there is a period 
during which no law governs the 
expenditures of city governing 
bodies. Overacker holds that it 
will be lawful for Huntington 
Beach to spend the additional 
money now. If the plant is not 
built during this interim, it may 
be years before the state will 
permit such action, he said. 

Referendum petitions are be¬ 
ing circulated against A. B. 834 
because of its alleged unconsti¬ 
tutionality and may result in the 
recall of the bill, according to 
Overacker.

WASHINGTON, Friday. July 
19 <2P> Congressional leaders 
have acknowledged they are dead¬ 
locked over air mail legislation. 

Last January 31, President 
Roosevelt suggested new air mail 
legislation should be passed be¬ 
fore March 1, 1935, when certain 
air mail contracts expired. The 
legislation has not been passed, 
however, and the contracts have 
been extended temporarily. 

Now Chairman McKellar (D., 
Tenn.) of the senate postal com¬ 
mittee says he does not know 
whether such legislation would be 
enacted at this session or not. 

"It's all up in the air,” he said. 

Chairman Mead (D., N. Y.) of 
the house postal committee said 

"We have been unable to agree 
in conference on increases in rates 
for air mail contractors. Either 
the senate or the house will have 
to recede." 

Postmaster General Farley as¬ 
serted; "I think there will be air 
mail legislation this session. Some 
of the lines are in bad shape fi¬ 
nancially and need increases in 
rates.” 


Promising benefits which includ¬ 
ed an additional $25,000,000 net re¬ 
turn to citrus growers if they 
would adopt his plan for unifica¬ 
tion of all citrus growers of the 
slate, Frank S. Spire of Corona 
spoke before growers at a meet¬ 
ing held last night in the Fuller¬ 
ton city hall. 

Mr. Spire advocated joining the 
24,000 California growers into the 
the United Fruit Growers Protec¬ 
tive service of the Golden West, of 
which he is founder. 

He explained that his plan has 
been worked out from 40 years of 
experience in the citrus business 
He asked support of all growers of 
the district, declaring that estab¬ 
lished marketing agencies have a 
fund of $560,000 which could be 
diverted to oppose his organization 
or any similar effort to change 
the marketing system. 

Economies in handling, selling, 
distribution, and freight charge re- 
duetons would save much money 
for growers under his plan, he 
said. 

Another meeting will be held at 
the Fullerton city hall next Thurs¬ 
day at 7:30 p. m.

Mr. Lewis presented in as much 
detail as possible what the various 
activities under the Works Prog¬ 
ress administration program would 
be. He admitted, however, that 
even federal authorities do not 
have the complete program 
worked out to a point where defi¬ 
nite information can be given. 
Because of this the supervisors 
in various counties * of the state 
cannot prepare for cooperation, 
and will have to resort to an atti¬ 
tude of "watchful waiting" at 
least until August 15.

a meeting this week in Sacra¬ 
mento. 

Supervisor W. C. Jerome, who 
attended the conference as acting 
chairman of the welfare commit¬ 
tee of the state supervisors' asso¬ 
ciation. said after his return today 
that those in attendance were told 
that strong representations are be¬ 
ing made to Washington, D. C., 
for an increase of this state's 
allocation. Mr. Lewis pointed out 
that California has approximately 
7 per cent of the nation's employ¬ 
ables and has not received a simi¬ 
lar apportionment of relief money.

On top of all this the national 
Zeitung at Essen, which is re¬ 
garded as the personal mouthpiece 
of General Hermann Wilhelm 
Goering, minister of aviation, 
premier of Prussia, and head of 
the secret police, warned Protes¬ 
tants that opposition to Reichs- 
bishop Mueller and "German 
Christian" Nazis, could expect as 
hard a fight as the Catholic hie¬ 
rarchy.

Part time farmers will benefit 
from a new type of "prudent in¬ 
vestment” loans authorized in the 
farm credit act signed June 3 by 
President Roosevelt, states infor¬ 
mation made public here today. 
Terms for making land bank com¬ 
missioner loans to owners of small 
suburban farms were received by 
C. A. Palmer, manager of the 
Orange County National Far m 
Loan association, from W. D. 
Ellis, general agent at Oakland 
for the Farm Credit administra¬ 
tions Eleventh district. 

The new type loans are des¬ 
igned to bridge the gap between 
borrowers in urban comnyinities 
served by the Home Owners Iy>an 
corporation and farmers who arc 
qualified to borrow from the fed¬ 
eral land banks and the commis¬ 
sioner. Mr. Palmer said. A special 
fund was voted by congress for 
this purpose. 

Recognizes Values 

The congressional act rec¬ 
ognizes that small farms often 
have staple sales and rental 
values in excess of their strictly 
agricultural values, because of 
their location and residence im¬ 
provements. and provides that the 
land bank commissioner may offer 
more adequate assistance in such 
cases. 

"According to the instructions.” 
said Mr. Palmer, "where farm in¬ 
come, together with earnings from 
other dependable sources ordinar¬ 
ily available, is sufficient to sup¬ 
port the borrower's family, pay 
operating expenses, keep up the 
farm and meet the loan payments, 
the property may be valued at 
an amount representing a prudent 
\ investment consistent with com¬ 
munity standards.” 

More Financing Seen 

It is expected that the new pro¬ 
vision will open more adequate 
financing to part-time farmers 
where dependable manufacturing 
or industrial employment is avail¬ 
able, and also for owners of small 
suburban farms who derive sup¬ 
plementary income from other 
sources. Such additional earnings 
must meet the test of reasonable 
permanence and availability. 

Where loans are made on this 
basis, a substantial part of the 
earnings must be derived from 
agricultural production of the 
farm offered as security. Com- 
| mercial improv ements on the 
! property will not be taken into 
1 consideration as such in determin¬ 
ing the prudent investment value 
of the farm.

When he died in 1848, he left j 
a fortune of *20,000,000. 

John Jacob Astor married Sar¬ 
ah Todd.

Conduct of Hauptmann 
Trial Criticized in 
Another Report 


WASHINGTON, Friday, July 19. 
(-Pi—Strong favor is developing in 
the house ways and means com¬ 
mittee for new income tax rates 
w'hich would leave the smaller in¬ 
come taxpayer as he is but take 
away nearly three-quarters of a 
$10,000,000 income. The present 
tax on $10,000,000 is about 63 per 
cent. 

Those questioned about the mat¬ 
ter were careful to emphasize that 
no decision had been reached by 
the committee, which is studying 
29 different schedules. They said, 
however, that the one which has 
aroused special interest among 
them is a "middle of the road” 
idea. 

May Drop Limit 

In its present form the schedule 
does not increase present rates on 
incomes below $150,000 a year. It 
was said that while the lower limit 
might be dropped to $100,000, it 
certainly would not go below that. 

It is estimated that the new 
schedule, if rates were not boost¬ 
ed on income below $150,000, 
would bring in $20,400,000 a year 
in additional revenue; the rates, 
though high, would be below those 
of 1918 and in most cases under 
those of 1919. 

Up to 75 Per Cent 

The suggested new schedule 
would make the surtax—to which 
the 4 per cent normal tax must be 
added 54 per cent on income in 
the $150.000-$200,000 bracket and 
then graduate the levy up to a 
maximum of 75 per cent of that 
portion of an income which is in 
excess of $10,000,000. 

Thus, on an actuarial basis, a 
$10,000,000 income actually would 
be taxed $7,493,000. The tax on 
that income now is $6,241,394; in 
1918 it was $7,633,030; in 1919 it 
was $7,233,190; in 1924 it was $4.- 
569,575, and in 1926 it was only 
$2,491,058.75.

AAA AND NEXT CAMPAIGN 

Y OU CAN bet your best hat that the United States con¬ 
stitution will be one of the chief issues in the coining 
presidential campaign. 

If the decision of the Boston circuit court against the 
AAA processing tax is sustained by the U. S. supreme 
court, the electoral battle will be hot. It has already been 
warmed up by the supreme court death stroke to the NRA. 

President Roosevelt—who knows his politics—is said 
to be trying to run the temperature several notches higher 
by asking congress to pass new and dubious legislation, 
such as the Guffy bill, for federal courts to slap down. 

The theory is that if the courts use the ax on enough 
of the New Deal laws, the president can start a backfire 
by appealing for a new constitutional amendment giving 
the government greater power over business. 

He can depend upon labor to back such an amend¬ 
ment, because labor took a kick in the pants when the 
NRA was killed. He can count on the great majority of 
farmers to support the amendment, because, if the AAA 
death sentence goes through, they lose their government 
process tax checks. He can also point to the big increase 
in farm prices since 1933—due in varying proportions to 
AAA activities, dollar devaluation, drouth, and other fac¬ 
tors. The recent trek of Texas farmers to the capitol to 
demand continuation of AAA payments shows, however, 
what a fever the middle regions can get into on the subject. 

Republicans, who are still looking for a man to run, 
hope to stem the Rooseveltian attack with a “Save the 
Constitution” campaign. At the recent Grassroots conven¬ 
tion in Springfield they took the stand that the federal 
government already has enough power—especially with 
the Democrats in control. 

Fortunately, neither Republican nor Democrat spell¬ 
binders have that grip on the voting' masses which they 
once held. Most of the old school party supporters who 
marked the ticket straight are gone. People now vote 
more for men or ideas. They probably will vote for or 
against a constitutional amendment giving more power 
to Washington on the basis of how they personally feel 
about the matter—and not merely because some party 
boss waves a jackass or elephant label before their eyes. 

In sizing up the campaign outlook, remember this. 
The American people believe that the constitution is the 
greatest governmental document ever written. But they 
have amended it no less than 21 times—two of them 
within the past three years.

NO LOTTERY! 

Editor The Journal: 

It would be interesting to figure 
out just how many million dollars 
a year local and national govern¬ 
ments obtain by licensing things 
which are, by general agreement, 
more or less vicious. Under that 
haeding may be included the liquor 
trade, some horse racing and all 
dog racing, slot machines and 
gambling devices. 

It is fair to say that humanity 
would be better off without these 
fantastically taxed affairs.

A brief news item notes the 
death in Paris of Alfred Dreyfus. 

To the casual reader this may 
mean little or nothing. But 30 
years ago Captain Dreyfus was 
the most publicized man in all 
the world, the center of one of 
the most sensational military 
trials in history. Accused by high 


Dreyfus a n d promoted him in 
rank. The leading military plot¬ 
ters were dismissed from the 
service or reduced in rank. For 
10 years the bitter agitation had 
raged, cleaving the nation into 
hostile factions, and exposing to 
all the world the instable and 
fragile condition of the third re¬ 
public The Dreyfus affair did 
much to fan the flames of mili¬ 
tarism and to line-up hostile 
forces on opposite banks of the 
Rhine, a startling disturbance in 
the alarming series of interna¬ 
tional incidences directly culmin¬ 
ating in the World war. 

Militarism seems to be always 
filled with explosive situations 
and materials. It feeds on con¬ 
spiracies and suspicions and whis¬ 
perings. It seizes on trivial mat¬ 
ters and magnifies them out of 
all perspective. It constantly plots 
the overthrow of decent orderly 
society. It nullifies the sanctity 
of the law. Its eventual outcome 
is violence, chaos and social 
decay. Th e people that, in delu¬ 
sion and folly, places its trust 
in such machinery of death is 
courting disaster swift and sure.
